The Soviet premier ad¬ 
dressed the assembly in Rus¬ 
sian. 

“The essence of our pro¬ 
posals la that over a period of 
four years all states should 
effect complete disarmament 
and should no longer have 
any means of waging war," 
said the visiting premier. 

Gone would be armies, 
navies, air forces, nuclear 
w eapons, military rockets, 
leaving only domestic police 
forces for keeping internal 
order. 

DELEGATES WARY 

Khrushchev did not spell 
out precisely his proposals for 
controls and inspection, fea 
tures on which the East and 
West have been at logger¬ 
heads in previous disarmament 
talks. The absence of such 
precise details led many dele¬ 
gates in the 82 member as¬ 
sembly to be wary. 

“Pie in the sky" was a phrase 
heard on several sides, but 
foreign ministers stressed that 
the speech was worthy of 
careful study. 

The # tJN appearance was 
Khrushchev’s most sensational 
performance since he began 
his UJS. tour, but he spoke in 
measured tones, with none of 
the political tricks and clever 
phrase^making he has used on 
less foirnal occasions. 

8T AN DING OVATION 

He received a standing ova¬ 
tion on arriving at the as¬ 
sembly hall but little applause 
during the speech, except for 
Communist bloc clapping when 
he suggested that Red China 
be seated in the UN, replacing 
Nationalist China, whose dele¬ 
gates boycotted Friday s ses¬ 
sion in protest against his ap¬ 
pearance. 

After elaborating his pro¬ 
posals. Khn shchev paused at 
one point after saying “we are 
realists." Some laughter was 
heard In the assembly, from 
delegates who apparently be¬ 
lieved the statement was 
funny following the Idealistic 
tone of Khrushchev's remarks.

He appeared well-fed and 
clothed. But he only said "Yea" 
and “No** in a monotone, and 
looked at me with cotd. empfj' 
eyes, as though the spirit had 
been driven out of him. 

I saw other children playing 
in the dust, or filling pads 
from the taps that ran into 
dank concrete troughs, in the 
wash houses. 

They spoke German, and 
were enrolled for regular!

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Dominion Should Help 


T HE anjumont over Greater Vic¬ 
toria's transportation arrange¬ 
ments by water, proceeding all year 
in heated dehate, will come to a dis¬ 
mal anticlimax for this community if 
the CPR direct boat service between 
Victoria and Vancouver ceases in a 
week’s time with nothing to take its 
place this winter or until next year's 
summer schedule. 

In February last the CPR gave 
due warning that it would suspend 
direct boat service between the two 
ports after Sept. 26. The Provincial 
government stepped into the breach 
with action to construct a landing 
terminal on the mainland and two 
special ferry steamers, a year's task 
at a cost of approximately $9,000,000. 
When it became apparent that the 

r tvincial ferry system could not be 
operation until well into 1960, Vic¬ 
toria City asked the CPR to pledge 
continuation of the direct boat service 
until then. The company declined, and 
pointed to continuing losses in opera¬ 
tion under today's travel habits. The 
city next asked the Dominion govern¬ 
ment to bridge the gap by means of- 
a short-term, special operating sub¬ 
sidy to the CPR so that direct boat 
connection between the province's two 


largest cities would continue In that 
form until the new B.C. ferries could 
take up their task. 

Mayor Scurrah says he was prom¬ 
ised by Prime Minister Diefenhaker 
that the federal cabinet would review 
the city's request. Acting Mayor 
Dowell repeated yesterday that Vic¬ 
toria is waiting for an answer. Its 
federal member, Mr. McPhillips, has 
endorsed the city’s request for an 
interim federal subsidy to keep the 
boats In winter operation and so avoid 
a damaging hiatus for both communi¬ 
ties. Such a subsidy may be a last 
resort, but it appears to be the only 
practicable one left. 

In view o( the circumstances. 
Ottawa could well afford to give Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver the limited 
amount of assistance that is sought. 
When provincial ferries begin operat¬ 
ing the emergency will disappear. On 
the eastern seaboard, where boat 
transportation is more vital, the 
Dominion has not hesitated to play 
its part on a permanent basis. That 
is not asked here, but merely this 
assist to bridge a temporary, short¬ 
term gap Such a request in view of 
the facts is as reasonable as now it is 
urgent. 


The Search for Candidates 


P REMIER BENNETT has said only 
that the next election will be in 
I960 or '61 but rival party groups 
are getting ready just in case the 
earlier dete eventuates. Apart from 
the CCF, which is more solidly pre¬ 
pared in this respect, it becomes a 
search for candidates for both Liberal 
and Conservative groups. With only 
two elected Liberals at James Bay 
and no Conservatives the situation 
for them seems more difficult. 

The problem is to secure enough 
youngish candidates to carry their 
colors. Nowadays there is reluctance 
to enter the political field when it 
impinges, as sometimes it does, on 
normal vocations.

Why So 

/''vNE week from tonight daylight 
saving time will end. Why so 
early? This is the time of year when 
that extra hour of daylight in the 
evening is really worth having and to 
many is of more practical value than 
in midsummer. 

Tourists would appreciate an extra 
month of it, as would those who enjoy 
outdoor sports; children could play 
longer in the fresh air instead of 
watching television, and gardeners 
could get work done on week days 
that otherwise ties up their Saturdays 
and Sundays. Electric light bills 
would be smaller — which should 
please everyone but the power 
suppliers. Evening traffic conditions 
should be less confused and 
dangerous. 

Almost everyone would benefit 
from an additional month of "sum¬ 
mer'’ time, and it is a safe bet that 
if the question were put to the public 
there would be an overwhelming 
•'yes'' vote. The advantages speak for

Having had 
five months in which to adjust their 
work schedules to the time change, 
farmers should not suffer any bother 
through an extension for another 
month. As for bedtimes, the objection 
becomes irrelevant with the arrival 
of autumn. 

The late September and early 
October evenings are among the 
loveliest of the whole year, and if is 
a shame to curtail pleasure and useful 
employment of them by putting the 
clocks back a month earlier than is 
necessary. For that matter there is a 
great deal to be said for keeping them 
an hour ahead right through th. 
winter, when an hour of daylight is 
worth far more at the end of the day 
than at the beginning.

A rchbishop makarios, tail and 

rather sombre-looking with his black 
mitre and luxuriant beard, and once 
pictured as the archvillain of Cyprus, now 
is the man of peace. 

Once there were dark hints of his 
being the mastermind behind plots and 
intrigues. But with Cyprus approaching 
Independence it is due in February he 
is the object of plots or rumors of plots. 

The villain now is fiery-eyed Gen. 
Geoi'ge Grivas, a little man with a twisted 
black moustache, whose billing Is that he 
••defied the search of 30.000 British troops 
throughout four years of selfless struggle 
lor freedom in Cyprus.” 

The clash between these two men is 
over the independence agreements signed 
by Britain. Greece a^d Turkey in London 
and Zurich early trfis year. The arch¬ 
bishop agrees to them; Grivas, who once 
did. now repudiates them as a sellout to 
the J ’Anglo-Ttirks.' 

Grivas professes to be much concerned 
that the people of Cyprus may be getting 
a raw deal. In the opinion of same ob¬ 
servers. he is more interested in further¬ 
ing his politics! ambitions. Ha talks 


about “saving" Greece-from what Is not 
exactly clear. 

Wilhin the last wee*. a tense atmoa- 

pheie has prevailed on Cyprus. 

The Makarios cabinet, a transitional 
one until the island becomes a republic* 
gamed possession of some letters which 
are said to be evidence of a plot to murder 
Makarios and some of tht cabinet min¬ 
isters. Grivas was closely linked to the 
conspiracy, some sources aay. 

Following the disclosure, Grivas 
issued a brusque statement from Athens: 

"I would be prepared to help in imple¬ 
menting the Cyprus agreements only 
under certain conditions; otherwise I 
shall oppose them with all available law¬ 
ful means." 

The general has been angling for 
some way to take a hand in affairs in 
Cyprus and stop what believes to be 
appeasement of British and Turkish in¬ 
terests. The old cry of Enosis. union with 
Greece, has been heard from his fanatical 
supporters. * 

Makarios has called Grivas* bluff by 
saying he has no right tp butt In on the 
ialand people s right to settle their own 
future.

It has taken a long time just 200 
years. For the installation was almost

feated Montcalm at Quebec, and the 
British won Canada. 

.The early governors were ap¬ 
pointed by the Colonial Offn-e In 
I.orvton. and even after confederation 
they continued to be so named. 

In 1890 the British government 
agreed to consult with the Canadian 
government, but as late as 1916 a 
governor general, the Duke of Devon- 


O N a recent panel discussion by a 
group of experts on traffic and

O NE whose handwriting stopped 
improving in the fifth grade and 
has suffered grave and hopeless de¬ 
terioration through the years of 
using a typewriter may sympathize 
with the children of Britain and of 
the United States, as well.

In 1952 the first Canadian, Rf. 
Hon. Vincent Massey, was named to 
the high office. With the appointment 
of a French Canadian and a Roman 
Catholic as his successor. Canada has 
come of age, 92 years after Confed¬ 
eration.

Some people have difficulty in ex¬ 
plaining the function of a governor- 
general. One noted Canadian histor¬ 
ian has described it as being “little 
more than a convenient peg on which 
to hang our system of government.’ 

Actually. General Vanier's position 
ts not so different from that of so 
many other presidents and titular 
heads of state in the world today. 
Everything is done through him and 
In his name, yet he has nothing to do 
with what is done and the same is 
true of them. 

Like his counterparts elsewhere. 
General Vanier will be expected to 
speak but must be very careful what 
he says. He must express himself in 
what the late Lord Tweedsmuir called 
“governor gegeralitles.” 

It Is really the trappings which 
distinguish the governor general from 
the other heads of-state: the 21 gun 
salute, the jingling escort of Moun- 
tles, the curious court manners where 
the ladies, including Madame Vanier. 
take second place. They are the thin 
silken cord* linking his office to the 
imperial past.

Again

I T i^ now agreed that a new effort 
shall be made to reach interna¬ 
tional agreement on a program for 
the reduction and 
limitation of arms 
ments — or. as we 
usually say, dis¬ 
armament. 

It Is a chasten¬ 
ing thought that so 
many unsuccessful 
attempts have been 
made since the end 
of the Second 
World War to negotiate disarmament 
agreements with the Russians. But It 
is to the good that a further attempt

A commission on conventional 
armaments which was set up in 15M7 
simply relinquished its task In 1952, 
having achieved nothing but a series 
of complete deadlocks. 

It was replaced In 1952 by tha 
United Nations Disarmament Com* 
mission. This in turn set up a small 
sub-committee in the summer of 1954. 
It was composed of representatives of 
five countries. They were the United 
States. Britain. Canada, Franca and 
Russia. 

AAA 

The idea was that in place of tha 
public debates of the old disarmament 
commission, they should meet In pri¬ 
vate and try in quiet discussions to 
solve some of the problems which 
had brought deadlock In the past. 

Privacy did not last very long. 

But all the same there were signs 
of certain progress though very 
slow and tentative. Indeed in the sum¬ 
mer of 1957 hopes began to rise that 
some measure of agreement on a 
program for partial" disarmament 
might result But then, for reasons 
that have never t**en clear to me. the 
Soviet delegation brought the work to 
an abrupt end The sub-committee 
adjourned sine die, and never met 
again. 


Moreover, at the end of the year 
the Soviet delegate in the UN Assem¬ 
bly voted against the derision to sot 
up a new disarmament commission 
of 25. The Soviet government an¬ 
nounced that neither it nor any of ita 
allies would take any part in the work 
of the commission. Since that would 
have made it futile, the commission 
w'as never convened. 

The Soviet attitude now becam# 
clear, though to me rather incompre¬ 
hensible. It was that a new disarma¬ 
ment commission must be one of 
representatives of all 82 member 
states of the United Nations: a mani¬ 
festly cumbersome and unsuitable 
body for such negotiations. 

A A A * 

This Soviet demand was accepted, 
though reluctantly, In order to pre¬ 
serve a UN forum for disarmament 
discussions. And the new Disarma¬ 
ment Commission appointed by tha 
Assembly last autumn is one of *2 
members; entirely unfitted for any¬ 
thing except public debate. 

There the matter stood until tha 
foreign ministers’ meeting in Geneva 
this summer. That meeting was main¬ 
ly devoted to Berlin and German 
questions. But at the close of tha 
meeting the problem of disarmament 
came up for review. 

The three Western powers sinea 
there seemed no other possibility of 
ever renewing a practical and serious 
discussion of disarmament decided 
to accept the "principle of parity” on 
which the Soviet government Insisted. 
This with the proviso that it is not to 
he regarded as a precedent for tha 
composition of United Nations bodies. 

AAA 

Mr Gromyko's proposal, accepted 
by the three Western foreign min¬ 
ister's and nowi'set out In ar\ agreed 
text as the joint propoaal of the Four 
Powers, is for a ten country com¬ 
mittee. The ten are to be: from 
NATO countries, the U.S., Britain, 
Canada France and Italy; from Euro* 
pean countries, the Soviet Union. Bul¬ 
garia. Czechoslovakia. Poland and 
Rnumanla. 

The committee is “set up." not by 
the UN. but by the Four Powers with 
the “agreement" of the other mem¬ 
bers. It is. however, laid down in tha 
announcement that this “in no way 
diminishes *r encroaches upon 
United Nations’ responsibilities In th# 
field of disarmament.” And the com¬ 
mittee is to report "the progie** of Ilf 
deliberations" to the UN Diaarma- 
ment Commission. 

AAA 

And so after a gap of two >eart, 
work is to be restarted. 

The terms of reference are very 
wide. The committee is to “explore 
through mutual consultations av¬ 
enues of possible progress towards 
agreements and recommendations on 
the limitation and reduction of all 
types of krmaments and armed forces 
under effective International Control." 

And it is the hope of the four gov¬ 
ernments that the results achieved In 

these deliberations will provide a use- 
ful basis for the consideration of dis¬ 
armament in the United Nations. 

One can 1 only hope that there is 
some prospect of these hopes being 
fulfilled.

The proposed western route 
should start at Grimshaw, 
Alta., In the heart of the 
Peace River district, follow 
the Peace River north, ending 
at Pine Point, a small mining 


community on the smith shore 
of Great Slave Lake. 
COMPROMISE ROl'TF 

B.C. also proposed a com pro¬ 
mise route as a means of 
serving both the Peace River 
district and W'ood Buffalo 
Park. 

The compromise route 
should start at Grimshaw. 
follow the Peace River north 
and east to Peace Point, 
thence through Wood Ruffalo 
Park along the final portion 
of the suggested eastern route 
to Pine Point.

Branch Rickey said that he was, uh, 78 years old, or 
just about, that is, and to attempt to explain his accept' 
a nee of a new job by employing an apothegm or maxim 
or perhaps some sententious or epigrammatic aphorism 
would be a work of supererogation. 

Tha septuagenarian president of the larval Continental 
League was chatting on his feet at the baseball writers' 
shindig at Bear Mountain. A good deal of gra> showed in 
the tangled underbrush of his eyebrows but the black bow tie 
was young as springtime at Brooks Bros. A stick either a 
cane or a shepherd's crook hung by its hook from his right 
arm. and a half-smoked cigar in hla left hand brushed The 
shirtfront of Bill Shea, sire of the embryonic league George 
Kirksey, executive assistant To the president, assisted the 
president by flicking the cold ash to the floor. 

"Exactly what induced you to take this job?'* Rickey was 
asked. 

"One hour." he said, "one hour before Bill Shea announced 
my appointment to the press. I laid down before him in his 
office an alternative plan, a plan that would not involve me 
except that I promised to give all the help and advice I could, 
free of charge, at any time. <l'm not avoiding your question. > 

"Bill Shea said no. it was out of the question. They will 
not accept It, I will not accept it.* They rejected my alternative 
plan. Then and only then. I capitulated." 

Adranre or Perinh 

The dead cigar swept like a fungo stick in a wide arc. T 
had been quoted, correctly enough." the man said, "in favor 
of expansion and a third major league Either baseball is a 
great national game and should he truly nationalized, or it is 
not and should die. I am 78 years-old and I don't want both 
to die together - the game and I. 

"I recalled the letter Mr. Frick wrote to the owners In 
1953, six years ago. It listed a number of point* for action 
and the first point was expansion. I agreed, though Mr. Frick 
favored adding two clubs to each major league and this is 
impossible, illogical, does not meet the need. 

"Without expansion the game dies. The minors are dying. 
Yet there are more boys playing baseball than ever before, in 
the wonderful municipal programs of Toledo. Cleveland. St. 
l.ouls and so on. which go far beyond anything attempted in 
the Little League, the Pony League, the Babe Ruth League 
and American Legion ball. 

"There is more money, more Interest than ever before 
and a vastly greater population. Fifty nine years ago with a 
population of 72.000.000 there were 16 major league teams; 
there are 16 today, for 170.000,000." 

Babes in Toyland 

"But if the National and American Leagues added new 
cities, so the fans could see established major league 
players ’’ 

"Impossible. There isn't a man In the United States who 
would take a ninth place club that wouldn’t win 25 games in 
a season, that would lose $750,000 a year for three years. You 
say Kansas City ha* done well with culls? It was not a ninth- 
place team. When they got the Athletics from Philadelphia, 
they got 180 players. 

"Competition is a relative thing. When I think of the 
Brooklyn team I ha(J up here training for 1943 Cal MacLish. 
Tommy Brown. Eddie Basinski. all children - when I think of 
them I know that team could not have won 20 games in the 
National League today. But in the war everybody was in the 
same boat and we did not finish last and we did not lose 
money. That is, I lost money, but not at the gate. I lost 
money because I expanded my scouting program when all the 
others were cutting theirs. 

"The third league will not play National or American 
League teams, not a game for the first three years. We will 
play our own schedule where we can enjoy a competitive 
balance, for three years. After that. I believe we can play the 
others on level terms. 

Three-Y ear Plan 

"Why do I say three years? Because when I was with 
tMh Cardinals, having arrived at a satisfactory definition of 
a major league player. I counted the time my players served 
In the minors before they became major leaguer*. The average 
was 3.2 years. Later Larry MacPhail. using the same defini¬ 
tion, made the same study with the Yankees and he told me 
the average was slightly more than four years. 

•Today, with better development program, better Instruc¬ 
tion. I think major leagues can be developed In three years 
or less. What la the definition of a major leaguer’ 

‘That’s what I was going to ask you,’’ a fellow said. 
"You said you had arrived at one." 

" The best they is’.” the man said. 

"And how far will the majors co-operate In making 'the 
best they Is' available to you’" 

"I am completely unable to answ-er that question.’*

Whilp I have always had the great- 
eat admiration for lily-of the valley, 
both for it* delicacy of bloom and for 
Its clean, refreshing fragrance. I very 
much prefer to have it growfatt in 
somebody else * garden rather than in 
my own. 

The plant doesn’t remain in bloom 
long enough to justify it* use where 
space is at a premium; moreover, the 
thing is an incorrigible gate crasher - 
as invasive as mint, and almost as 
pushing as Snow in summer It w ilt 
even spread into the lawn, given half 
a chance. 

Every plant ha* Its place, though. ^ 
and if >ou have a wild garden or a 
bit of woodland where the plants can 
ramble and spread to*their heart's con¬ 
tent. you couldn’t make a better choice 
than lilv-oMhe-valley and fall is the 
best time tb plant the pips. 

* * * 

Position plays a great part In the 
successful cultivation of lily-of th#- 
valley. Give the plant a place it likes 
and you don’t have to worry much 
about anything else It loves a cool, 
moist spot in partial shade and a 


soil rich in natural humus. An ideal 
situation i* undei trees where lhe 
overhanging branches are not too low 
and where it will receive dappled 
blobs of sunlight through the leaves. 

Another good place is the north 
side of a fence or wall, with the open 
sky above. Not that they Insist upon 
shade--they’ll grow and bloom per¬ 
fectly well in full sun, providing they 
get enough moisture and an annual 
mulch of sifted leafmould or old 
manure. 

♦ * * 

The ground to receive the plants 
should be dug over, incorporating half 
a bucketful of old manure and the 
same amount of rot led leaves to each 
square yard. If you can’t lay your 
hands on these materials, substitute 
half a bucket of peat moss and a cup¬ 
ful of hone meal per square yard. 

With these humus-forming mater¬ 
ials thoroughly mixed into th*» soil, 
the next jnh is to tread the bed until 
it is moderately firm. These plant* 
don't care much for,loose, puffy soil. 

In lifting the plants if you sre 
transplanting from an old bed you 
will find the roots hopelessly matted 
together. These should be torn apart 
with the fingers, selecting piece* con-

taming thice or four plump, atrong 
pips. The*e are easily recognized, as 
they are fat. oval little buds situated 
in the top of an underground, root* 
like stem. 

* + * 

You’ll have far more pips than you 
can use. so it pays to be discriminat¬ 
ing. saving only the really plump one* 
and consigning the small, weedy ma¬ 
terial to the garden bonfire. 

Just as in planting strawberries 
and in potting African violets a very 
common mistake with lily of the val- 
ley is to set the plant in the ground 
with the roots all massed together and 
pointing straight down The mass of 
roots should he fluffed out with the 
fingers and spread out in the plant¬ 
ing so as to occupy more feeding 
area. The roots shouid be fairly well 
down, but the pips on top just barely 
covered. 

With the new bed all planted up, 
an added refinement much appreci¬ 
ated by the plants is a top dressing 
of half-rotted leaves to eonserve mois¬ 
ture and to give the emerging buds a 
hit of protection from our chHI^ 
spring winds. For best results, this 
mulch should be topped up every fall 
with a.little fresh material.

Dr. Shrum, recently ap 
pointed to head the provincial 
energy board, said there never 
would be unemployment 
among highly skilled tech¬ 
nicians. 

"We are the second best 
market for automobiles, yet we 
don't even have a Canadian 
car. The province declares it¬ 
self free of debt. It says it 
has $25,000,000 it doesn't know 
what to do with. 

"I suggest they set up big 
research institutes with that 
money and concentrate on do¬ 
ing something great."

12,000 Inmates 
Occupy Oakalla 


VANCOUVER (CP> — War¬ 
den Hugh Christie of Oakalla 
prison said in his annual re¬ 
port Friday the prison's popu¬ 
lation has increased by 2.000 
to a total of 12.000 inmates 
during the past year, despite 
the opening of Haney Correc¬ 
tional Institute. 

Warden Christie said the 
Haney institution now houses 
about 500 of th*.- "more gener¬ 
ously endowed ' prisoners and 
another 500 are housed in 
various associated work camps. 

The report notes a decrease 
in the average age of inmates 
of the young offenders unit 
to 16 l t from 17 l *. On a test 
day there were 74 persons in 
the unit. 47 were aged 16 or 
under and a "considerable 
proportion” of these were 
aged 14 and 13. 

Matron B. K Maybee of the 
women s buildings reported a 
marked increase in inmates as 
a result of closing of smaller 
Jails in the province.

players—" 

"Impossible. There Isn't a man In the United States who 
would take a ninth place cluh that wouldn’t win 25 games in 
a season, that would lose 1750,000 a year for three years. You 
aay Kansas City has done well with culls? It was not a ninth- 
place team. When they got the Athletics from Philadelphia, 
they got 180 players. ' 

"Competition Is a relative thing. When 1 think of the 
Brooklyn team I had up here training for 1943 Cal MacLIsh, 
Tommy Brown. Eddie Baslnski. all children when I think of 
them I know that team could not have won 20 games in the 
National League today. But in the war everybody was in the 
same boat and we did not finish lost and we did not lose 
money. That is, I lost money, but not at the gate. I lost 
money because I expanded my scouting program when all the 
others were cutting theirs. 

"The third league will not play National or American 
League teams, not a game for the first three years. We will 
play our own schedule where we can enjoy a competitive 
balance, for three years. After that, I believe we can play the 
others on level terms. 

Three-Yenr Plan 

'•Why do I say three years? Because when I was with 
the Cardinals, having arrived at a satisfactory definition of 
a major league player. I counted the time my players served 
In the minors before they became major leagues. The average 
was 3.2 years. Later Larry MacPhail. using the same defini¬ 
tion, made the same study with the Yankee* and he told me 
the average was slightly more than four years. 

‘Today, with better development program, better instruc¬ 
tion. I think major leagues can be developed In three years 
or less. What is the difinition of a major leaguer? 

'That’s what I was going to ask you,” a fellow said. 
“You said you had arrived at one.” , 

“'The best they la’.” the man said. 

“And how far will the majors co-operate In making ’the 
best they Is' available to you?” 

T am completely unable to answer that question.”
